“The  entire  action  of  the  play  is  laid  in 
Florida,  amid  the  tropical  beauty  of  CORAL 
GABLES,  Miami  Riveria” — so  reads  the  pro- 
gram, for  which  boost  we  hope  the  CORAL 
GABLES  people  did  something  pretty  for 
Earl  Carroll,  producer  of  the  Florida  Girl. 
If  they  wrapped  up  a nice  ocean  front  lot 
and  sent  it  to  Mr.  Carroll,  we  hope  he  will 
at  least  send  us  a pail  of  shiny  white  sand 
for  truthfully  saying  that  the  “Florida  Girl” 
is  right  there  with  dancing  feet  and  a boy 
friend. 

The  feet  were  what  won  us,  not  so  much 
the  forty  odd  pairs  at  the  southern  ends  of 
forty  odd  as  shapely  pairs  of  legs  as  any 
chorus  on  Broadway  can  boast  of,  but  the 


careless  feet  of  Lester  Allen,  the  lightning- 
like  ones  of  “Chocolate  and  Vanilla,”  two  men 
of  color,  and  the  eccentric  ones  of  three  just 
too  lovely  for  anything  boys.  These  three 
boys,  called  Socrates,  Plato,  and  Aristotle, 
were  acting  a part,  we  hope,  but  in  any  event, 
you  must  run  over  and  see  them  do  “The 
Collegians,”  and  if  you  don’t  consider  it  a 
mighty  clever,  laughable  bit,  we  will  pay  for 
the  tickets. 

We  are  running  ahead  with  our  feet  and 
not  properly  introducing  you  to  the  “Florida 
Girl,”  so  pardon  us  please.  We  can  tell  you 
about  the  plot  without  doing  any  special 
harm,  because  the  plot  does  no  special  good 
in  the  show  and  is  there  only  because  the 
first  musical  comedy  ever  produced  had  a 
plot  and  therefore,  most  authors  ever  since 
have  laboriously  tried  to  drag  one  in.  This 
plot  has  to  do  with  S10,000  worth  of  dia- 
monds which  a gang  of  crooks  has  hidden 
in  the  heel  of  a slipper  belonging  to  an  inno- 
cent young  lady  travelling  from  the  Bahamas 
to  Miami,  with  the  expectation  of  obtaining 
the  diamonds  after  she  has  smuggled  them 
into  this  country.  However,  because  a com- 
fortably married,  bald-headed  man  had  im- 
pulses which  he  followed,  instead  of  keeping 
them  safely  behind  him,  he  became  too  in- 
terested in  the  slipper  and  its  contents  as  it 
went  up  the  railway  station  stairs  ahead  of 
him  and  he  snatched  it  off  (the  slipper), 
only  to  get  into  a peck  of  trouble  for  then 
the  crooks  and  the  detectives  looking  for  the 
crooks  were  all  on  his  trail.  Don’t  by  any 
means  let  the  plot  keep  you  away  from  the 
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show,  for  the  show  would  be  more  than  worth 
while  if  Lester  Allen  were  the  only  one  it. 
He  is  a detective;  he  says  so  himself;  and 
wears  three  carloads  of  screamingly  funny 
disguises  to  hide  the  fact.  Lester  is  so  short 
that  every  time  he  gets  his  feet  wet,  he  has 
to  change  his  collar,  his  face  is  funny  with- 
out a makeup,  he  bounces  about  the  stage 
like  a rubber  ball,  and  gets  a laugh  out  of 
every  bounce.  He  is  a real  clown,  a natural 
one,  which  accounts  for  his  being  so  amus- 
ing. 

He  always  manages  to  show  his  bare  legs 
which  are  too  clever  and  curved  and  have 
hair  on  them  that  would  shame  the  Seven 
Sutherland  Sisters  into  being  shingled.  So 
much  for  Lester,  but  that  isn’t  all,  for  there 
are  any  number  of  incidental  dances  that  get 
and  deserve  featuring,  this  being  truly  a 
dancing  show.  The  chorus  work  is  par- 
ticularly good,  none  of  that  old  time  stuff  of 
spear  carrying  and  walking  on  and  off,  but 
real,  regular  routine  which  meant  work  and 
gets  applause.  Sometimes,  but  not  very 
often,  when  we  see  how  hard  both  principals 
and  chorus  have  to  work,  we  are  glad  we  are 
no  longer  actually  in  the  show  business,  but 
then,  viewing  the  pleasing  results  of  present 
day  methods,  it  becomes  increasingly  diffi- 
cult to  sit  comfortably  on  the  shaded  side  of 
the  footlights.  Where  were  we?  Oh  yes, 
— about  the  forty  odd  ladies  of  the  ballet — 
well,  they  are  not  odd  ladies  by  any  means. 
They  are  easy  to  look  at  and,  as  we  intended 
to  say,  they  can  and  do  dance.  There  are  sev- 
eral specialty  song  and  dance  numbers  which 
you  will  surely  enjoy.  The  whole  show  is  un- 
usually well  costumed ; several  of  the  sets  are 
very  elaborate,  especially  those  by  Will 
Pogany.  Irving  Beebe,  as  the  handsome 
juvenile,  has  an  all  too  pretty  dimple  and  a 
good  voice,  while  Vivienne  Segal,  as  the 
“Florida  Girl,”  sings  well  and  gets  by  all 
right  with  the  little  required  of  her.  Jack 
Norton,  as  the  man  of  impulses,  is  kept  busy 
and  humorous  explaining  things,  while 
Nellie  Breen,  as  a vivacious  housemaid,  does 
some  clever  character  work  and  dances. 

Put  the  “Florida  Girl”  on  the  list  of  shows 
that  you  can’t  afford  to  miss,  and  don’t  miss 
it.

The  Well  Dressed  Man  in  Evening  Clothes 


Slowly  but  surely  the  dress 
suit,  or  tail  coat  as  it  is  called 
in  London,  is  becoming  the 
proper  kit  of  evening  wear  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  The 
old  idea  that  a man  should  wear 
only  his  dinner  coat  for  the  most 
informal  occasions,  when  dining 
alone  with  his  family,  or  at  a 
club  with  other  men,  and  that 
whenever  ladies  are  present  and 
the  occasion  was  more  formal, 
the  tail  coat  was  the  only  per- 
missible thing,  is  certainly  re- 
turning to  fashion.  Of  course, 
no  man  would  go  to  a box  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House  in 
New  York  except  in  a dress  suit, 
but  of  late,  it  was  not  unusual 
to  see  many  men  in  the  stalls 
wearing  dinner  jackets.  How- 
ever, this  is  considered  less  cor- 
rect now  than  formerly,  and  this 
year  the  dinner  jacket  is  al- 
most disappearing  among  men 
in  the  stalls,  with  the  opening 
of  the  new  season  of  the  Opera. 
Evening  in  public  places  such 
as  restaurants  and  dinner  clubs, 
dress  suits  are  more  generally 
worn  in  New  York  than  for 
some  fifteen  or  twenty  years. 
But,  when  considering  dress 
clothes,  and  Vanity  Fair  wishes 
to  point  out  that  a man  must  be 
more  carefully  dressed  then 


than  at  any  other  time,  a tail 
coat  must  fit  as  though  it  were 
the  paper  on  the  wall,  and  the 
white  waistcoat  must  never 
show  below  the  end  of  the  coat 
in  front.

Lapels  should 
be  faced  with  dull  ribbed  silk, 
and  not  satin.  The  two  waist- 
coats illustrated  above  are  the 
smartest  prevailing  shapes,  and 
that  at  the  right  is  the  newest 
arrival  from  London,  and  was 
first  seen  on  Mr.  Clifton  Webb 
in  the  new  Dillingham  produc- 
tion of  “Sunny.”  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  waistcoat  is 
fastened  with  only  two  buttons, 
and  that  these  buttons  should 
be  rather  conspicuous  and  large, 
as  in  the  case  of  those  worn  by 
Mr.  Webb  which  w7ere  of 
cabuchon  sapphire  surrounded 
by  small  diamonds. 


a soft  grey  felt  are  equally  cor- 
rect. That  being  the  case,  the 
short  black  jacket  and  odd  trou- 
sers are  not  too  conspicuous  for 
the  business  man’s  morning, 
and  yet  are  sufficient  to  meet 
the  formal  occasion  of  the  after- 
noon. Therefore,  this  is  a suit 
that  should  be  included  in  every 
man’s  wardrobe  who  has  occa- 
sion from  time  to  time  to  at- 
tend afternoon  receptions  or 
weddings.
